The war between the two houses of Con- 
gress, which thoughtful observers of events 
long ago foresaw, seems at length to have 
begun in earnest. It was indeed inevit- 
able. The moment that Senators con- 
spired with Representatives to destroy the 
Executive, and thence to deaden the power 
of the Supreme Court, their own destiny 
was fixed. The result of such conflicts of 
jurisdiction is always decided by the law 
ot force against force, and the weaker goes 
to the wall. 

Andrew Johnson undertook to do a thing 
impossible to be done by peaceful appli- 
ances. He undertook to give direction to 
a revolution—a thing easy to be done if 
capable of being done at afl—but he mis- 
took the means. He risked too much upon 
the play of popular influences, to which 
he was sincerely committed, and acted 
within the Constitution, while his adver- 
series boldly acted outside of it. It was as 
if he had used a peace warrant against an 
organized military force. He failed there- 
fore; and his failure is a reproach to repub- 
licamism. Had the republican principle 
dwelt strong in the mind and heart of the 
American people, he would not have 
failed. 

But his fall carried down with it no one 


conservative tendency—is beyond dispute.

him Secretary of War—a position he 
filled with success, the suppression of 
the insurrection headed by Urrea, 
1840, being due to the energyand cour- 
age he displayed. During the latter part of 
the same year, however, a successful revolu- 
tion drove Bustamente from power, depriving 
Almonte of his office. Possessing but slender 
means he was forced to makea livelihood as 
lectarer on sciences in thé city of Mexico, un- 
til his appointment as Mexican Minister to 
Washington, where he remained: for several 
years, making numerous friends by his suave 
manners, digniiied bearing and undoubted 
talents, After the suspension of diplomatic 
relations between this country and Mexico he 
represented his government at the French 
and British Courts, until the return to power 
of his friend Santa Anna in 1853, when he was 
sent again to Washington. In 1856 the down- 
fall of the dictator occasioned his _ re- 
moval from the United States; but he 
was not allowed to remain long in 
retirement, he being shortly after ap- 
pointed Minister to England. In 1861 the
